Miſpriſion of Hich Treaſon is the Concealment thereof by a perſon who had a bare knowledge of the Treaſon, 
wichour any mixture of his conſent, Bur if rhe perſon be preſent ar the Debates and Conſulcations, though 
he ſay nothing, if he donot Immediately revea!, but continues ro meer and be preſent attheir Debates, he is 
a principal Traitour. Where a Perſon was not preſent at the Debates and Reſolves, but ls afterwards acquaint- 
ed with them, and give his Conſent rhereto, it is High Treaſon, and nor a Miſprifion barely.
